CHAPTER 84. 

[Published February 17, 1865.] 

AN ACT to authorize the town of Emmet, in Dodge county, to levy 
and collect a tax to pay bounties to volunteers. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, de enact as follows : 

Bounty tax 	SECTION 1. The town of Emmet, in the county of 
"Shads". 	Dodge, is hereby authorized at any regular or special 

town meeting, to vote to raise a tax to pay bounties to 
volunteers who shall have or may hereafter volunteer 
into the military service of the United States, under any 
of the calls by the president heretofore made. 

Law to bounty. SEcTIoN 2. The town officers of the said town of 
Emmet are hereby authorized immediately to levy and 
collect any tax so voted to beraised : provided, no more 
than two hundred dollars shall be paid to any one 
volunteer. 

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect and be in Noe 
from and after its passage.
